May Forfeit State Aid 
According to Mr. Strine, the 
Germany township school direc­ 
tors ms.' forfeit their state ap­ 
propriation by reason of the al­ 
leged violation, since one of the 
provisions necessary in securing 
state aid for township schools is 
the proper enforcement of the 
vaccination regulations. 
Upon summary’ conviction for 
the alleged violation, members of 
the Germany school board may 
be assessed fine* of not less than 
$10 nor more than $50 each.
